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Water Problem Getting Critical 


Tanks Drained Dry 
During Day 


W ater 
consum ption 
is 
becoming critical in Plano, 
although residents seem to 
be complying with a ban on 
lawn watering between the 
hours of 2 p.m. and mid­ 
night. 
P olice 
officers 
w ere 
prepared 
to 
give 
out 
citations for violations of the 
rationing plan this weekend, 
but most citizens turned off 
their sprinklers at 2 p.m. and 
those who had not previously 
learned of the rationing plan 
turned off their water when 
requested to do so by police 
officials and fire and water 
personnel. 
Despite this cooperation, 
both the Dallas North and 
Parker Rd. storage tanks 
were drained on Saturday,

and 
M onday. 
S everal 
re sid e n ts 
co m ­ 
plain ed 
of 
low 
w ater 
pressure on 
Monday and 
some 
reported 
that 
they 
could get no w ater at all 
from their faucets. 
Monday was the first day 
that the w ater level went 
below zero in the P ark er Rd. 
tank, officials said, although 
w ater in the Dallas North 
has dropped to the zero level 
num erous tim es. The Dallas 
North tank bottom ed out at 
11:45 a.m . and the P arker 
Rd. tank was drained just 
before I p.m . on Monday. 


The system began to recover 
at about 3 p.m ., according to 
Al 
D ougal, 
d ire c to r 
of 
planning and engineering. 
Monday also saw a record 
set in gallons pumped, with a 
total 
of 
7,876,0(X) 
gallons 
being forced through 
the 
w ater system . T hat’s m ore 
than 400,000 gallons above 
the previous record. 
He said both tanks w ere 
dry between 1:30 and 2:30 
p.m. on both Saturday and 
Sunday. Friday the w ater 
levels dropped significantly 
around the sam e tim e, but 
the tanks were not drained. 
R e sid e n ts used 7,087,000 
gallons of 
water 
Friday, 
8,666,200 gallons on Saturday 


and 8,921,500 g a llo n s on 
Sunday. 
When 
the 
ta n k s 
a re 
drained the city is without 
adequate fire protection, and 
although 
there 
would 
be 
w ater in the m ains, there 
would be no w ater pressure 
available to fight the flam es. 
At least a half a tank of 
w a te r 
is 
co n sid ered 
n ecessary 
to 
p ro v id e 
protection and tow -thirds a 
tank is preferred by fire 
officials. 
The rationing program has 
not reduced w a te r co n ­ 
sumption, Douglas said, but 
it has shifted th e 
peak 
c o n s u m p tio n 
p e r i o d . 
Residents are now using the 


same amount of water on 
lawns as they would nor­ 
mally, but they are using it 
in the mornings. The shift 
has reduced the amount of 
time it takes the system to 
recover, however, because 
the peak home consumption 
use rem ain s during the 
evening hours. 
“We’ve always had the 
problem 
of 
people 
using 
more water during certain 
hours of the day than at 
other tim es, but the hot, dry 
weather has magnified the 
problem,” he said. “It will 
certainly help if all citizens 
get the maximum use from 
all water used. Conservation 
of water is still the best way 
to alleviate the shortage.” 
Plano is not out of water, 
he said, but the system can 
pump 
no 
more 
until 
its 
capacity is increased. By 
September the Custer pump 
station 
and 
storage 
tank 
should be in operation and 
the city will be able to meet 
the current demand.

The outburst began during 
th e co m m issio n ers court 
m eeting when Proctor pulled 
copies of the Courier-Gazette 
and the McKinney E xam iner 
from his coat pockets and 
began reading excerpts from 
them . 
From the Exam iner cam e 
a quote from a McKinney 
citizen who stated, “ I have 
only one gripe and that is the 
com m issioners 
and 
judge 
have the worst hateful a t­ 
titude of anybody I have ever 
read about in my life, and 
I ’m not talking about any 
one county in p articu lar.” 
R eferrin g 
to 
p eo p le’s 
opinions 
of 
th e 
co m ­ 
m issioners court, 
Proctor 
a s se rte d “ I t’s not from 
people coming up here and 
seeing us in action...it’s from 
w hat 
they 
re a d 
in 
the 
new spapers.” 
He then read a quote from 
Stein in the Courier-Gazette, 
in which Stein indicated he 
thought that if “ lam e duck” 
co u rt 
m em b ers c o u ld n ’t 
carry on their duties, they 
should resign from office.

City Council Reverses P&Z Vote 
Attorney Rules Three-Fourths Vote Not Necessary

In a reversal of past procedure, the city council Monday 
night changed a recom m endation of the Planning and 
Zoning Commission by a 2-1 vote. 
In past actions it was thought that a three-fourths vote was 
necessary to alter a P&Z recom m endation, but City At­ 
torney Bill R oberts told councilm en that he believes a three- 
fourths vote is necessary only to approve a request as 
presented or if 20 percent of surrounding property owners 
object. He added that to deny the request or to m ake any 
change in the request would only require a sim ple m ajority. 
The question arose after John Waddell excused him self 
from hearing two annexation and zoning cases because he 
owns property in the vicinity of each case. Joe B. Griffin Jr. 
was absent from the m eeting which left only three council 
m em bers to vote on the cases. 
The first zoning case was tabled before Roberts m ade his 
recom m endation on the voting change. B. B. Short, Grover 
Hope and Columbia Properties representative Ken L am bert 
had also requested that the case be tabled for further study. 
The property is located on both sides of the proposed Spring 
Creek Parkw ay and im m ediately east of Coit Rd. 
Under the new procedure the annexation and perm anent 
zoning of 193 acres located north of the Ranch E states 
subdivision, w est of Cottonwood Creek and east and south of 
Parker Road w as approved, but with substantial changes 
from Connell Development Com pany’s request. 
Connell had requested SF-2(M ), SF-l-E, retail and neigh­ 
borhood service zoning which was altered by the P&Z 
commission to elim inate all retai, increase the SF-l-E and 
change SF-2(M) to SF-l(M ), Connell presented its original 
request to the council. 
Several area residents asked the council to deny the 
requested zoning and perm it only estate development zoning 
as in property im m ediately to the south of P ark er Rd. 
Describing the area as unique, they asked the council to 
reserve the are;, for m inim um three acre lots. 


authorization for M arvin Springer to prepare zoning 
am endm ents relating to cluster homes, patio homes and 
zero lot lines. 
The council also received a report from Bo Boggs of the 
Plano Jaycees on a recent recreation center survey. 
Prepared by Bob Ellis and his teenage son, the survey asked 
local teenagers w hat kind of recreation center and activities 
they would like to see in Plano. 
The Jaycees com piled the results of the survey and Boggs 
said that the teens overwhelmingly recom m ended that such 
a facility be provided. The survey indicated that a gym-like 
facility with a large room for active gam es, a snack bar and 
a dance floor would be the best layout. 
The teens also recom m ended that such a center be open 6- 
10 p.m. during the week and 6-12 m idnight on weekends. 
Boggs said they also recognized the need for adequate 
supervision and expressed a willingness to pay a m oderate 
fee for such a center. 
AU council m em bers endorsed the need for such a facility 
and several suggested that Cox Gym m ight be the ideal 
location for such a center. They agreed to discuss the 
recreation center w ith the school board at a joint meeting 
next week and suggested that Jim Taylor, chairm an of the 
Citizens Advisory Com mittee, direct one of his sub­ 
com m ittees to investigate the m atter. 
In other action, bids for the lighting and fencing of the 
Schell Athletic Field w ere approved by a 3-1 vote, Warner 
Richeson voting no. Richeson expressed doubts about the 
cost of undertaking the project at the present time. Elliott 
Electric received the lighting bid a t $27,982 and Liberty 
Fence Company received the fencing contract with a bid of 
$6,342.48. 
Also approved w as a resolution asking m em bers of city 
boards and com m issions to either attend at least 75 percent 
of their m eetings or resign; the appointm ent of Bill Tillerson 
to the Builders Coordinating Board, and the installation of a 
new alley entrance off P arker Rd., between R am er Rd. and 
G arner Lane. 


With Louise Sherrill casting the opposing vote, the council 
approved the request with a buffer zone of two tiers of ED-2 
(minimum one acre lot) to extend across the southern 
boundary from east to west, elim inated all retail, changed 
all SF^-2( M) to SF-1 (M ) and kept the neighborhood service as 
requested. 
In other zoning cases the council approved the final plat of 
Audubon Place, annexed 184 acres at the northeast corner of 
Spring Creek Rd. and Alma Rd., requested a new land study 
of Pitm an Creek E states, and 
tabled

To the Editor: 
Years ago, the purchase of 
a desired item was com­ 
pleted by b a rte rin g —-the 
exchange of one item, or 
several item s, depending 
upon the value, for another. 
With the discovery of gold, 
both 
nuggets 
and 
dust 
became a means of paying 
for goods. Even at this time, 
how ever, a 
tra d e r 
was 
suspicious of a stranger, 
especially one who had a 
large amount of money or 
w anted to work a p a r­ 
ticularly large trade without 
any apparent need or reason 
for obtaining the goods he 
received. Fools gold, short 
weights and measures, and 
poor quality goods taken in 
trad e 
were 
alw ays 
a 
problem , particularly when 
the person receiving 
the 
goods wasn’t an expert on 
the goods received. 
Eventually, a monetary 
system, using paper and 
silver was conceived for the 
handling of buying and 
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selling, and 
banks was 
established to hold a m an’s 
cash so he could issue a 
check, payable by the bank 
for the amount written in, to 
a seller. At various times 
during the growth of the 
banking 
system 
this has 
been a pretty risky process 
for the person receiving the 
check, and it has never been 
possible for one to cash a 
particularly large check at a 
great distance from home. 
The art of bartering and 
buying has really become 
streamlined in this day and 
age. There is a lot of money 
around, there are a lot of 
banks and many systems to 
take care of it, and there is 
still plenty of good old trust 
and 
friendship 
in 
the 
business world for a person 
who handles his affairs 
properly and deserves the 
trust. 
Charge accounts—-or more 
properly, charge c a rd s— 
have really improved the 
buying and selling process. 
A merchant may now decide 
w hether 
he 
wishes 
to 
m aintain 
his 
own 
bookkeeping system for his 
credit customers, or, if he 
does not have large amounts 
of capital to finance his stock 
(plus the stock which has 
been out of his store for 30 to 
60 days in the hands of his 
purchasers) he may elect to 
use one of the several charge 
card systems. By paying, 
say, a 5 percent discount, he 
may receive his cash from 
the customer within a few 
days and he lets the bank 
handle 
the 
billing 
and 
collection for him. It’s only a 
question of economics which 
process is best for each 
business— the cost of ex­ 
tending credit is there in 
either case. 
At present I am involved in 
the 
construction 
of 
a 
building. A number of in­ 
dividuals have spent many 
hours of their tim e on 
projects related to this 
building and have invested 
their money in it merely 
because I have asked them 
to or made a phone call or 
two. 
Some 
very 
large 
companies have done the 
sam e...but 
none of them 
have a large enough bill that 
it would be practical for 
them to sue me to recover it 
if I did not pay ..so we see 
that the age of trust is still 
with us. 
I know many people in 
Plano who can walk into a 
shop 
and 
pick 
up 
m er­ 
chandise and say, “ Let me 
take this home and try it 
on—I’ll bring it back or pay 
you in a day or two,’’ and not 
be questioned at all by the 
store owner. Thank the Lord 
for friendly towns like Plano 
where we can still be known 
by our regular merchants we 
do business with. Of course, 
if we run all over the Dallas 
metropolitan area trying to 
save five cents on a p ar­ 
ticular item and never do 
business twice at the sam e 
place, we will have a hard 
time being really trusted by 
anyone.

This weakness of leadership 
is evident in most areas of 
city responsibility as well as 
the local school system and 
county government. 
I agree totally with your 
com m ent in y e ste rd a y ’s 
Plano Star-Courier that “the 
city council’s responsibility 
is to protect the health, 
welfare and safety of our 
citizens . . .’’

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — If 
it w eren’t for the beer cans 
in the parking lot, the Texas 
Opry House would look like 
any other motel with its 
indoor-outdoor carpet, fake 
palm trees and 
leering 
ceram ic cherubs hefting 
bowls of plastic grapes. 
Located about two miles 
from the capitol, the former 
T errace 
M otel’s 
m ain 
ballroom now adays seats 
m ore w histling, clapping 
and 
dancing 
country- 
western music fans than it 
does members of Lions, Elks 
and Jaycees Clubs. 
Despite the opulent decor, 
hundreds of music lovers 
pack into the main ballroom 
every weekend to hear top 
country-western 
perform ­ 
ers. 
“ It’s just like a giant 
club,” said Wallace Selman, 
one of three partners in the 
venture. 
“The spendor,” 
Selman 
said, “the people really like 
it. I mean, they just don’t 
have a place to go that’s like 
it in Austin.” 
The stars who have per­ 
formed there range from 
hard core country-western 
singers such as Ferlin Husky 
and Tanya Tucker to so­ 


called 
“progressive coun­ 
try” artists Willie Nelson, 
who recently taped a “live” 
album at the Opry House, 
and The Eagles. 
“We have a very mixed 
crowd,” said Selman, biting 
into a huge ham burger. 
“ And we don’t want to be 
labeled—a freak place, or a 
cowboy place. We serve a 
wide spectrum .” 
The 
Opry 
House 
has 
quickly gained a reputation 
as a meeting place of sup­

the State Department is not 
the only agency to which 
Congress gives exhorbitant 
funds. 
D om estic expenditures 
have also risen. The amount 
spent on Social Secuirty, 
Veterans’ benefits, 
health 
care, nutrition and education 
has risen from being 34 
percent of the 1969 budget to 
50 percent of the 1975 budget. 
Where are the increased 
benefits that were supposed 
to result from these extra 
funds9 
We have been creating a 
welfare economy with much 
of our spending. During the 
Depression, and until 1940, 
Federal public aid totalled 
$2.2 billion. Federal public 
aid rose again in 1960 to the 
previous post-war figure and 
continued to climb. The total 
rose to $3.6 billion in 1965, 
$9.6 billion in 1970, $20.7 
billion in 1974, and is ex- 
pectec to be $23.2 billion for 
1975. 


Since the enactment of the 
Housing Act of 1950, ex­ 
penditures for low-income 
housing have risen steadily. 
By 
1973, the total 
had 
reached $1.6 Billion and it is 
expected to almost double in 
1975. (Yet, we hae limited 
funds for middle-class home 
building.) 
Congress has overlooked 
the fact that the number of 
poor persons has declined, 
according to a report of the 
Council 
of 
Econom ic 
Advisors, from 39.5 million 
in 1959 to 24.5 million in 1972. 
Yet, we are spending more 
in Federal welfare outlays in 
1974 than was spent during 
the Depression years. 
In 
Roosevelt’s year, fiscal year 
1945, $1.1 billion was spent in 
social welfare expenditures. 
Since 1965, the ra te of 
spending 
has 
increased 


the 
rapidly, and by 1973, 
total was $86.4 billion. 
According 
to 
Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman 
Arthur Burns, Washington 
has increased its spending 50 
percent in the past five 
years. In addition, for every 
dollar 
spent 
in 
1952, 
Congress is today spending 
four dollars. Our proposed 
1975 budget is $304.4 Billion. 
This 
type 
of 
excessive 
spending must be stopped if 
we hope to curb the rapidly 
increasing rate of inflation. 
We must stop Congressional 
Overspending balance the 
budget, and teturn 
to a 
policy of fiscal respon­ 
sibility.

DEAK GIRLS — Do remember various marbles have 
various finishes. Some authorities suggest using talcum 
powder to polish the surface. Washing is not always recom­ 
mended. When it is done only a pure soap should be used. 
Much will depend on the previous treatment. Some feel 
washing removes the patina acquired through years of use. 
When dusting never rub with a cloth but remove loose dirt 
with a soft brush so it is not ground in. There are marble 
polishing powders (and kits) to use. Follow directions 
closely. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY - Before laundering curtains with pin-type 
hooks m ark the places where the pins go with a laundry 
m arker and save a lot of tim e when you go to replace the 
pins. Such m arks last through several washings. - L.C.

If filter is perm anent, clean by m anu­ 
facturer's directions; if it’s disposable, it should be replaced 
when dirty. 
3. Keep furniture, draperies away from air outlets and returns. 
Clean often. 
4. Close draperies and blinds to keep out direct sunlight. 
5. Keep fireplace dam per closed. Draft pulls cool air up the 
chimney. 
6. Proper home insulation keeps the cool in, cuts energy use. 
Attic ventilation helps, too. Insulation questions? Call TP&L. 
7. Shade on roof and walls can reduce energy needed to cool. 
But trim trees, shrubs away from outside compressor unit. 
Keep it free of leaves, debris. If air flow is blocked, unit uses 
more energy. 
8. Weatherstrip doors and windows; caulk cracks to prevent 
drafts and cool air loss. 
9. Keep windows closed. Open outside doors as little as possible. 
10. Set thermostat on 78° and leave it there. Turn unit off if 
you'll be away from hom e several days. 
Window Units 
Follow all above suggestions, plus these: 
11. Buy units with highest “energy efficiency ratio" (HER). Uses 
less electricity to cool. If EER is not on sales tag, ask for it or 
figure it yourself. Divide “wattage" into “BTU" capacity. Both 
figures are on unit. 


12. Place unit where it'll get as little direct sun as possible. 
13. Aim air outlets at lower half of doorway to next room to allow 
warm air from that room to enter at the doortop for recooling, 
recirculation. 
14. Never vent air conditioner into garage. Ventilation is usually 
too poor for top performance of your unit. 
Conserve electricity and you help conserve one or more of the 
fuels needed to produce it: natural gas, coal and oil. Conserve 
fuels and you help assure that there will be enough to meet 
essential needs for electricity in the future.
